Mount MortAH BAPTIST CHURCH, COLUMBUS CoUNTY, N. C, 
THURSDAY, Nov. gth, 1882. 


The Moderator called the Association to order, and the congregation 
sang, ‘‘Oh, speed thee, Christian, on thy way.’’ Elder E. M Thompson 
led in prayer; the congregation sang, ‘‘ How beauteous are their feet.” 
Elder D. B. Dowe, of the Cape Fear Association, was called on, and he 
preached the Introductory sermon from 2d Timothy 4th chapter, part of 
2d verse: ‘‘ Preach the word,” after which Elder A. H. Thompson led 
in prayer; the congregation sang, ‘‘ Go preach the Gospel.’”? A-recess of 
half an hour was given. Benediction by the Moderator. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Moderator called the Association to order, and read the 3d chapter 
of Matthew, and the congregation sang, ‘‘Come happy souls adore the 
Lamb.”’ Elder H. Gore led in prayer ; the roll was called, and a majority 
being present, the Moderator declared the Association ready for business.

On invitation, Elder D. B. Dowe, of the Cape Fear Association, came 
forward and was welcomed to aseat. Corresponding Messengers were 
made welcome to a seat with us. Bro. Munroe Reeves, of the Pee Dee 
Association, was welcomed to a seat. 

On motion, the letters were called for and read. 
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On motion, the Association adjourned to meet to-morrow morning at 
g o'clock. Doxology was sung. Benediction by Elder D. B. Dowe. 


FRIDAY MORNING SESSION. 


The Moderator called the Association to order, and read the 2d chapter 
of Matthew; the congregation sang 231st hymn; the Moderator led in 
prayer ; the roll was called, and a majority being present, the Moderator 
declared the Association ready for business. The minutes of yesterday 
were read, corrected and adopted. The committee on Arrangements 
reported that Elder E. M. Thompson would preach at 11 o’clock A. M., 
assisted by Bro. Munroe Reaves.

On invitation, Bro. Isham Cane, of the Flemington Church, was wel- 
comed to a seat. The Committee on Arrangements reported Elder D. 
Powell, assisted by Bro. D. M. Bellamy, to preach at 3 o’clock P. M, 

On motion, it was resolved to appoint Corresponding Messengers to the 
following sister Associations: To the Grey’s Creek, Sandy Carlyle and 
Henry Davis; to Cape Fear, Elders James Bright and H, Gore; to Wac- 
camaw, Elder John Marley and Bro. D. M. Bellamy; to the Pee Dee, 
Brn. H. H. Smith and A. D. Thompson; to Cedar Creek, Elder B. W. 
Williams and Bro. Frank Campbell. On motion, adjourned for thirty 
minutes. ‘*’T is religion that can give,’’ was sang. Benediction by 
Elder H. Gore. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Moderator called the Association to order and read a portion of 
the 1st chapter of St. John; the congregation sang, ‘‘ Must’ Jesus bear the 
cross alone ;”’ Elder James Bright led in prayer. The roll was called, and 
the Moderator declared the Association ready for business. On invitation, 
Brn. S. Atkinson, L. Frink, J. T. Simmons and Peter Harris, from the 
Grey’s Creek Association, were welcomed to seats. Antioch Baptist 
Church, Robeson County, N. C., came forward with a letter asking ad- 
mission, which was read and received, and the right hand of fellowship 
was extended to the Delegates. On motion, that the Printing Press 
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business be taken up, it was ordered to be laid on the table until morning. 

On motion, the Association adjourned to meet to-morrow morning at 
g o’clock. After singing, Elder F. B. Hall led in prayer. Benediction 
by the Moderator. 

SATURDAY MORNING SESSION. 

The Moderator called the Association to order. Elder H. Gore read 
the 3d chapter of 1 John, the congregation sang, and Elder B, W. Wil- 
liams led in prayer. The roll was called and a majority being present, 
the Moderator declared the Association ready for business. ‘The minutes 
of yesterday were read and adopted. The Committee on Arrangements 
reported that Elder Isham Cane, assisted by Elder S. Atkinson, would 
preach at 11 o’clock A. M. On motion, the business concerning the 
Printing Press was taken up, and the ministers, delegates and members, 
instructed to go forward with the work and continue to raise money for 
the purpose of purchasing the Press, and to pay it to the Treasurer of this 
Association. On motion, we hear from Committees: Treasurer’s Report 
was read and received and ordered to be appended; Committee on Post- 
Office Address was read and ordered to be appended ; Committee on Special 
Changes was read and ordered to be appended.. On invitation, Dr. J. F. 
Harrell, Corresponding Messenger from the Cape Fear Association, came 
forward and was welcomed to a seat. Committee on Sabbath-school was 
read and ordered to be appended. Dr. Harrell made an address on the 
Sabbath-school report. ‘The Committee on Missions was read and ordered 
to be appended ; Committee on Finance was read and ordered to be ap- 
pended. On invitation, Elder Mitchell Morison, of the Grey’s Creek 
Association, was welcomed to a seat. On motion, all money on hand 
belonging to the State and Foreign Mission, was ordered sent to the Trea- 
surer, C. Johnson, Raleigh, N. C. On motion, the location of the next 
session was taken up, when Hilly Branch, Robeson County, N. C., was 
chosen for our next session; to convene on Thursday before the second 
Sabbath in November, 1883. On motion, adjourned for thirty-five min- 
utes. The Doxology was sung. Benediction by the Moderator. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Moderator called the Association to order and read a portion of the 
1oth chapter of Romans; the congregation sang; Elder F. Atkinson led 
in prayer ; the roll was called and the Moderator declared the Association 
ready for business. On invitation, Brn. J. R. McColsky and C. D. Frink, 
of the Cape Fear Association, were welcomed to seats. On motion, the 
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minutes of the forenoon session were read and received. On motion, 
Elder James Bright was chosen to preach the Introductory sermon at the 
next session ; alternate, Elder F. B. Hall; Elder B. W. Williams, to preach 
the Mission sermon; alternate, Elder John Marley. On motion, the col- 
lection on to-morrow was ordered to be equally divided between the Minute 
and Mission finds. The Committee on Arrangements reported Elder F. 
Atkinson, assisted by Bro. Peter Harr's, to preach at 3 o’clock P. M. The 
Executive Board’s report was read and received and the Board discharged. 
On motion, that the Constitution be appended to the minutes, the Mis- 
sionary reported, which report was read and received, and the Missionary 
instructed to pay to the Treasurer $3.52. On motion, the Mission work 
was left to the Executive Board. On motion, the same Board—Elders 
James Bright, John Marley, H. Gore, Brno. J. P. Pitman and James Evans, 
were elected for the year 1883. The Committee on Arrangements re- 
ported Elder B. W. Williams to preach to-morrow at 9% and Elder James 
Bright at 10% A.M. On motion, a vote of thanks were given to this 
church and vicinity, for kindness and hospitality. Hymn ‘‘ Come we that 
love the Lord,” was sung; Bro. H. H. Smith led in prayer. On motion, 
we adjourned to time and place specified; the parting hand was given. 
Benediction by Elder John Marley.

Committee. 
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ARTICLE I, This body shall be called and known as the LUMBER RIVER 
MISSIONARY BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. . 

ARTICLE II. This body shall be composed of the ministers belonging to 
the churches connected with it, and three delegates from each church, and 
an additional delegate for every hundred members over two hundred. 


ARTICLE III, In the selection of these delegates the churches shall pay 
strict attention to the moral and intellectual qualifications of those appointed, 

ARTICLE IV, The delegates thus appointed shall bear from their respective 
churches a letter certifying their appointment, and commucating information 
relative to the state of the church. 

ARTICLE V. The Association shall select out of their number. annually, 
a Moderator, a Secretary, and Treasurer, who shall be elected by rising, and 
shall continue until the time for the annual election, 

ARTICLE VI. It shall be the duty of the Moderator to appoint committees 
on Finance, Vigilance, Arrangements, on Sabbath Schools, Missions, Periodicals, 
Education, and Special Changes, in the early part of each session. 

ARTICLE VII. The Association shall havea fund created and sustained by 
voluntary contributions from the churches, which shall be held by the Treasurer 
and subject to the disposition of a majority present at any annual session, 

ARTICLE VIII. A faithful record shall be made of each annual session. 

ARTICLE IX, It shall be the province of the Moderator to invite visiting 
brethren to seats and to request them to aid in our deliberations. 

ARTICLE X, The annual session of the Association shall begin on Thursday 
before the second Lord’s day in November, at such places as may be 
chosen. 

ARTICLE XI, There shall be an Introductory and a Missionary Sermon 
preached at each annual session 

ARTICLE XII, An Executive Committee shall be appointed, to whom shall 
be referred all unfinished business. 

ARTICLE XIII. No one shall be allowed to make more than two speeches, 
of ten minutes duration each, on one subject or motion, and one reply of five 
minutes, without a special motion of the Association, 

ARTICLE XIV. The constitution may be amended at any annual session ot 
the Association by a vote of two-thirds of those present, 
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
